NOTIFICATION 


B , O. No. TR . II- 12630 /75 dated , 27th May, 1975. 


Since the revision of Tariff for Supply of Electricity effected 
from 1-1-1970 , the prices of all commodities and services includ 
ing plant. and equipment, construction materials etc., salaries and 
wages of employees have risen considerably thereby increasing 
the operation and maintenance cost of the Kerala Electricity 
Supply System . According to Section 59 of the Electricity 
( Supply ) Act, 1948 , the Board shall not as far as practicable carry on 
its operations at a loss, and shall adjust its charges accordingly 
from time to time. Having regard to these provisions and other 
relevant factors, revision of tariffs have become imperative . 

Therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 49 
of the Electricity (Supply ) Act, 1948 (Act 54 of 1948 ) and also 
by the Kerala State Electricity Board (General Tarill ) Regula 
tiors, 1966 and Kerala State Electricity Board (General Tariff) 
(Amendment) Regulation , 1969 and other enabling provisions in 
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the statutes, the Kerala State Electricity Board issues the following 
order : 

ORDER 
(1) This Order . may be called " The Kerala State Electri 
city Board Extra High Tension Tariff Revision Order, 1975 ” . 

(2) It shall apply to all Extra High Tension Consumers to 
whom electrical energy is supplied by the Kerala State Electricity 
Board . 

( 3 ) Extra High Tension Consumer means a consumer who 
is supplied with Electrical Energy at a voltage exceeding 33000 
Volts under normal conditions , subject, however to the percentage 
variation indicated in the agreement with the Board or allowed 
by the Indian Electricity Rules. 

(4 ) This Worder shall come into force on 1-7-1975 and shall 
apply to all energy consumed on or after 1-7-1975. 

(5 ) Unless the context otherwise required words and 
expressions used in this order and defined in the Indian Electri 
city Act, 1910 (Central Act 9 of 1910 ) or in the Electricity (Supply) 
Act, 1948 (Central Act 54, of 1948 ) shall have the meanings respec 
Lively assigned to them in these Acts . 

(6) The terms of this order shall be applied to all Extra 
High Tension Consumers notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in any agreement entered into with any Extra 
High Tension consumer earlier by the Government or by the 
Board , or in any of the Tariff Regulations or Rules and/ or orders 
previously issued . 
( 7) The rates of tarill applicable to Extra 

High Tensión 
Consumers shall be according to the " Two Part Tariff” given 
below :

( 10 ) When the . Actual Maximum Demand of a month 
exceeds the contract demand (as per agreement), the excess 
demand will be charged at a penal rate of 150 % of the demand 
charge applicable . 

(11) The rates provided in clause (7) of this order shall be . 
exclusive of Electricity Duty and/or surcharge and /or any other 
impositions existing or may be levied or imposed in future . 

(12) Notwithstanding anything contained in this order the 
Kerala State Electricity Board may, in public interest and for valid 
reasons to be recorded in writing , exempt any consumer from 
payment of charges at rates contained in this order or agree to 
supply energy at such rates as may be agreed to by such consumer 
but subject only to the provisions contained in Section 49.of the 
Electricity. ( Supply ) Act, 1948.
